Drug Seminar 


Dr, Campbell said, Of LSD 
users, the majority are in 
the 15-30 year age bracket, 
while marijuana users are 
generally younger, Most 
users are from the upper and 
middle class income groups, 
72% are high school drop- 
outs and 16% have some Un- 
iversity education, 

Describing a ‘‘trip’’, Dr. 
Campbell said the average 
trip lasts 6-8 hours, He ad- 
ded that in some cases a 
recurrence of the symptoms 
takes place three to four 
weeks after the drug was 
originally taken, He said 
some of the dangers encoun- 
tered during atrip are 
homosexual inpulses, suici- 
dal attempts, convulsions 
and homicide, 

Dr, Campbell said LSD 
has been used professionally 
to treat alcoholism, homo- 
sexuality and it is some- 
times used on cancer pat- 
fents to alleviate pain and 
decrease awareness, 


Public attitude 
needs 


Mrs, Elaine Riggs, educa~ 
tional Psychologist, Edmon- 
ton Public School Board, 
said it is unfortunate and 
wrong to identify the drug 
user or addict as a crim- 
inal “In the first place’, 
she said, ‘‘this forces the 
user into a subculture, {.e., 
the drug scene, where the 
vicious circle of usage, 
guilt, more usage, begins 
to operate’’, Mrs, Riggs ad- 
ded that, once convicted, the 
user {s institutlonalized with 
criminals and hence identi- 
fied with thieves, rapists, 
murderers, and is vulner~ 
able to their attitudes and 
ideas, and is, in fact, edu- 
cated as a future criminal. 


She pointed out that the 


incidence of delinquency ts 
low among drug users and 
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that the usage of marijuana 
does not necessarily lead to 
usage of hard drugs, such 
as heroin, 

“Drug users are in need 
of our help’’, she said, add- 
ing that the greater the furor 
raised by the public, the 
greater the problem would 
become, 

Reverend S, R. Vincent, 
principal of Alberta College, 
said that the topic under ¢is- 
cussion is “very emotion- 
ally loaded’’, He commented 
that mild use of marijuana 
does not have the physical 
and emotional damaging re- 
sults of alcohol. 

The Reverend Vincent 
feels that too much pressure 
is being put on the young 
people, ‘‘Let’s go after the 
adults that use drugs’’, he 


you people are smoking are 


every bit as bad as marij- 


juana smoking’, said Dr, 
James Hackler, professor 
of sociology, University of 
Alberta, 

Dr, Hackler said many 
drug addicts in England, who 
are getting their drugs 
through legal channels, are 
living respectable lives and 
hold jobs, ‘If drugs must be 
obtained on the illegal mark- 
et, men will steal and women 
will turn to prostitution’, 
he said, 

The present law of putting 
marijuana in with hard drugs 
“does not make sense’’, Dr. 
Hackler said, As an alter- 
native he suggested that per- 
haps the government could 
set up a‘‘Alberta Marijuana 
Board, to go along with the 
Liquor Control Board’, 

A parent - student panel 
aired their views on the 
subject, Adults on the panel 
were Mr, and Mrs, W. Borge 
stede, Mr, L, Deutscher, 
Mr, William Penrose and 
Mr, A, Ralphs, Student pan- 
elists were Brian Webb, 
Garry Wolgemuth, Lionel 
Durocher, Chris Soder and 
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Bogumil Romanko, 

In reply to a question put 
to them, both Lionel and 
Chris said they had not taken 
drugs themselves, Lionel, 
who attends SA H., said he 
is not aware of anyone in 
that school using drugs. 
Chris, a Paul Kane student, 
said he feels it is beingdis- 
honest with oneself to be tak- 
ing drugs, He said he knows 
of a number of people who 
have taken drugs, 

One boy of Paul Kane 
said after the program that 
he has taken drugs and en- 
joys it.

developed country where the 
average life-span is about 
70 years, children under 14 
constitute 20% ofthe popula- 
tion; in the developing coun- 
tries where average life 
axpestancy ts 35 years, chil- 
dren under l4constitute 
some 50% of the population 
and represent a proportion- 
ately greater strain on the
